7. To choose agents, auditors and committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 
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8. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the 
salaries of school district officials and agents, and for 
the payment of statutory obligations of the district, and 
to authorize the application against said appropriation 
of such sums as are estimated to be received from the 
state equalization fund together with other income: the 
school hoard to certify to the selectmen the balance be- 
tween the esimated revenue and the appropriation, which 
balance 1s to be raised by taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the district will vote to adopt a plan 
for extending to emplovees of the district the benefits 
of Title II of the Federal Social Security Act (Old Age 
end Survivors’ Insurance) as authorized by Chapter 101 
of the Revised Statutes Annotated Amended by Chapter 
301 and 332 of the laws of 1955 and to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100.00 to defray the district’s share 
of the cost thereof. 


10. If a plan for Social Security coverage is 
adopted, to see if the district will authorize the school 
board to execute on behalf cf the district the necessary 
agreement with tle State of New Hampshire to carry 
into effect the pian and to see if the district will desig- 
pate the clerk of the Board as the officer to be responsible 
for the administration of the plan. 


11. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
school board to make application for and accept in the 
name of the school district for educational purposes such 
funds or grants-in-aids as nay be obtainable from state, 
federal, or other sources.

During the last fiscal year Middleton received in 
state aid $9,231.51. The amount of state aid received 
for the current year is $7,782.28. The decrease in the 
amount of state aid received this year is due, largely, 
to an increase in the equalized valuation. 


A comparison of the costs per pupil with the state 
average costs show that Middleton is providing its pupils 
with both elementary and high school education at con- 
siderably less cost than the average in the state.
